Lieutenant Uowor, tlio conunauder, 
iiiiil five of tlie ciMiw of If. M. H. Sand- 
tly having been massacred l)y tbo na- 
liviw of tlie Solomon Islands, tho Brit- 
ish Admiralty have .sent the corvotto 
liincnild to exact .sati.sfaction for tho 
outrago of which tlie details have Just 
ronie to hand by one of the .siu'vivors. 

Un October l.'Jtli tho Sandfly nnohor- 
••d at Teyoniboka, a small island of the 
Wiilomon group. Lieutonant-Conimaud- 
H- Bower and theseamen Carne, O'Neill, 
.Suviifje, Paterson, and Vonton left in a 
Nvhiileboiit to survey the east coast of 
(hi; Florida Islands, intending to go 
Lack on tho 17th. The 17th, 18th, 
and 19tii passed without their return- 
in^', and en the 20th tho schooner 
wi-ighed anchor and made for tho cast 
coast, sending tho gig round on 
one side and going herself round tho 
otlicr, HO that a tliorough search might 
be wade. Tho search was, however, 
unsuccessful. But on returning to the 
.Sandfly on the 22nd, they found there 
.Savage, who had formed one of the 
i jesv of the whaleboat, and who gave 
the following narrative : — They went 
lo Kast Island, and on Friday })ulled 
over l.avinin Bay, where the Lnvinia 
was captured and lior crew slain. 
Tlicnco we went to Noga Island, haul- 
fd tiie boat up and had tea. The men 
left to bathe, and while Crane and 
O'Neill went into the water Savage 
.-ind Paterson wont along the beach 
with the Captain, leaving Vonton look- 
ing after tho boat. Paterson wont 
back for something, and about a quar' 
ter of an hour afterward Savage heard 
yellR, ran back, and saw a crowd of 
about fifty natives round tlio boat and 
more hurrying through the bush. 
Rushing back to tho Captain, Savage 
. Hhoutcd, 

"the doat's att.vckko," 
and the Captain also returning was 
eiipied by tho natives, six of whom 
broke and ran for him. He then dart- 
ed into tbo bush and Savage saw no 
more 'of OomMander Bower but subse- 
quently learned that he eluded pursuit 
by climbing a tree. That night the 
murderers sought for him in vain, but 
next morning they paddled round the 
Island, and seeing him in t!ie tree 
landed, and shot him twice through 
the body with the rifles they had taken 
from the boat. He dropped, and thr.n 
namolesB liorrors ensued. 'J'ho men 
who were bathing woro clubbed at 
once. Paterson, taken from V/ehind, 
shared the same fate, but Vonton had 
time to seize a boat stretcher, and 
fought hard for his life, as tbo natives 
afterwards admitted. It is believed 
that Vonton was 

TIE0 TO STAKES, 
tortured, and then beheaded, in re- 
venge for tho injury he inflicted on his 
assailants. Savage ran into tho scrub 
low down on the beach, shook ofl' his 
pursuers, and swam to sen. It was 
dusk, and the night being cloudy, he 
hoped to reach another island unnotic- 
ed, but a strong running tide swopt 
him back opposite to the fire where the 
cannibals were dancing and yelling. 
The moonbeams revealed him, and in- 
stantly two or three canoes, each mann- 
ed by three men, put off to capture 
him. They were only fifty yards from 
him when a dark cloud swept across 
the moon, and when it cleared ofif his 
pursuers were making back to their 
companions, evidently thinking he had 
gone down. ^His next danger was 

FHCNf TIIE .siiAnics : 
at one time tlu'ce were sweeping around 
him, but ho splashed faintly and kept 
them off until ho landed on a small un- 
inhabited island. Despairing of rescue, 
Savage macle a raft and paddle4 to the 
mainland but when half way' across a 
dozen canoes swept upon him. The 
natives took him to tho Chief, who 
clothed him, gave him a hut, and "ta- 
booed" liim to preserve his life. After 
a long struggle and a long iialavcr as 
to whether he should brave the iiritish 
vengeance by giving him up to the mur- 
derers of his mates, the Chief decided to 
save him. When the Sandfly ]iassed 
the island in .Search, tho lookout saw- 
Savage signalling, and took liim ol\' to 
the vessel, which sailed into Rita Bay, 
and a boat's crew was sent ashore to 
burn tho canoes and punish the natives, 
=Mr.,; Bradford was- in' -'command, and, 
"with 'eight' men uiider him, burned 
several canoes. They saw no natives 
to punish until they passed ofl to re- 
turn to the ship, when the savages sal 
lied forth from the bush and opened 
Cro on the boat, shooting a seaman 
named Backe through the hofirt, and 
iWpuBiJing another sailor. Thp Satjdfly 
weigliM vOBchor next dny ioi^.i:^^vy. 



Tbo Great London Preaoher. 

At ft recent moelingnt theMetropoH- 
tan Tabernacle! Mr. Spurgeon .said 
when he became pnslor of a Baptist 
chapel at si.\teen years of nge tho peo- 
ple could do very little for his support, 
and therefore he wtys usher in a school 
in Cambridge at tho saino time. Aftor 
a time ho was ol)liged to giro up tho 
latter occupation, and was thrown on 
the generosity of the people, and they 
gave him .£15 a year, l)ut as ho had to 
pay 123 a week, tho salary w.ns not 
enough ; but the people, though they 
had no money, had produce, and he did 
not think there was a pig killed by any 
ono of the congi-egation that he' liad 
not some portion of, and one or other 
of thoni would bring him bread and 
meat to pay his rent with. There was 
an old man in that place who was a 
great miser, and it .said of him that ho 
never gave anything to anybody, but 
ono afternoon he gave him tiiroo halt 
crowns, and, as ho was wanting a new 
hat at the time he got it with the 
monuy. Tiie follcjwing Sun<liiy the old 
man came lo him again, and asked him 
to pray for him, that lie might In; ,^av- 
ed from the»in of covotousiu'ss, ami he 
said. ' 'Tho Lord told mo to give you a 
Imlf-sovoreign, and I kept half a crown 
back, and 1 can't rost of a night for 
thinking of it.' 

In tho early p:iiL of his niiiiistrv he 
was rather popular, anil he was often 
asked to take part in anniversary ser- 
vice.s. On ono occa.'iion ho was askod 
to preach in tho neighboring village, 
and when he called on i\!r. 1-irown, the 
l)astor, on the Sunday morning, ,Mr. 
Brown said to him, 'I did not know 
you were such a ijoy, or 1 would not 
have asked you lo preach for me.' 
'But,' said Mr. Drown, 'the [icoplo 
have como from all parts, in all kinds 
of vehicles ;' and then he put his hands 
under his coat-tails, and asked what 
the world was coming to mIkmi boys 
who had not got rid of tbo taste of 
their mother's milk went about preach- 
ing. However, ho did preach, and 
3Ir. Brown planted himself on tho pul- 
pit stairs. Ho read a lesson from iho 
proverbs, and coming to the ])as.iage, 
'Dray hairs are a crown of glory to a 
man,' he said ho doubtetl that, for he 
know a man who had a gray head and 
who could hardly be civil. But tho 
[lassage wentontosav, 'If it bo found 
in the way of righteou.snoss, ' and that, 
he said, was a difU'ront thing, ^^'hpn 
he came down from the j)ulpit, 31 r. 
Brown said to him, 'Bless your heart! j 
I liavo been thirty yeiu's a minister, 
and I was never better pleased with I 
a sermon ; but you nrOjtbo sauciest dog 
that ever barked in a puljiit,' and 
they wore nlwavs good frimds ;iflei' 
wards. 

On one occasion ho "as dining at a 
gentleman's in Itegent's Park, whan 
tbo Orjdianago was in conrsu of erec- 
tion. A thousand pounds were wanted 
to pay the builder the next morning. 
He did not know where it ^ns to como ] 
from, but he said Ik.' said he hud pray- 
ed for it, iind had confidence that he 
should get it; but ^Nfr. Brock said ho 
thought they ought to sjieak with cau- 
tion about such matters. During the 
dinner, however, a telegram was hand- 
ed to him stating that a gentleman 
had called at tlic^ Tabernacle and 
left one thousand pounds for tho Or- 
phanage.

POWER OF THE LIEUTES- 
ANT GOVERNOR. 

The question lately raisoit as to the 
power of tlie Lieiitenftuc-Govcrnor to 
grant or refuso a Lifit for a petition of 
ri.^lit on his own indeiiondeat jutlg- 
meut without the advice of his minis- 
ters is aullicicntlv important to merit a 
few reinarks. Tiio opinion of Messrs. 
Drake J: Jackson, in their published 
letter on tliissul>jeet, is that iho posi- 
tion of "governor of !i colony" possess- 
ing representative institutions is that 
of a "local constitutional sovereign, " 
and that the issuance of a (iat is a mat- 
ter of "[irerogative." Thoy base this 
view upon a dictum of Mr. Alpheus 
Todd, librarian of the parliament of 
Canada, who is a writer on ronatitu- 
tional questions. Wo do not reiuombcr 
any passage in llr. Todd's valuable 
works in whioii the abovo words arc 
used, though wo are awaro that in a 
pamphlet' printed for private circula- 
tion in 1878 ho stated, as a matter of 
opinion, that o Lieutennnt-Goycrnor 
"should stand" in the sauio relation to- 
wards his exQcutiTO council as is occu- 
pied by the Govornor-Oencral of the 
Dominion or by the Queen in tho 
mother country. It may bo this "opin- 
ion" that our learned correspondents 
refer. We would, however, remark 
that it has been decide<.l by tlii.\ home 
government, after an e.xhauativo cor 
respoiriciico \i-itli the government of 
Canada, that Canadian Lieutenant- 
Govprnora, important as their func- 
tions, locally, are, do not in power or 
privilege rcBoniblc tho governors of 
of colonics to whom the Queen dele- 
gates portions of her prerogatives. Tho 
lieutcnant-govr.rnors arc in some re- 
spects mere dolegatoa of a delegate, 
namely, of the governor general of 
Canada', and thus aro not "local con- 
stitutional sovereigns" nor are thoy 
competent to administev tho royal pre- 
rogativp.i, though entitled to e.'jerciso 
certain powers lawfully belonging to 
the sovereign in respect of tho machin- 
ery of legislation — for instance, tho as- 
sembling and dissolving legislative 
bodies and so forth within their pro- 
vinces. Even wero tho jiosition of 
lieutenant-governor that of a "constitu- 
tional sovereign" (which it is not) he 
could but follow, in the matter of issu- 
ing a (iat, thn practice of tho Crown 
elsewhere. In England there is no in- 
stance in which a subject, v.-ith o, sub- 
stantial grievance against thn Crown, 
has been refused the right of seeking 
redress in the law courts. A (iat issues 
us a matter of course — tho power of re- 
fusal being valued merely as a check 
upon frivolous suits and being exer- 
cised in very extreme cases only. The 
rule in Canada is the same, as appears 
froiu apnarently authoritative state- 
ments in the ))ul)lished jietition of IIef.d 
Brothers to thcllouse of Assicmblj'. It 
is a rule which embodies common sense 
and justice and accords with tho spirit 
of the English law and constitution. 
British Columbia, probably, is the only 
place in the empire whero a contrary 
practice could be either contemiilatod 
or attempted. Tho power of tho Crown 
should bo used here, as it is used else- 
•whero. gently and considerately, and 
not to obstruct and baffle suitors who 
solicit only a hearing in the law courts. 
We fear that under our system of gov- 
ernment tho lieutenant-governor has 
not tlie power which our abovenamed 
learned correspondents assigns to him. 
Ho must take the advice of his minis-^ 
ters on all occasions not suQiciently im- 
portant to justify him in dismissing 
them. The responsibility really rests 
with tho House of .Assembly. It is to 
that bodf the public looks for protec- 
tion Against a tricky and tyrannical ad- 
ministration of piHjIic affairs by a 
Jacobinical governtnent which, appar- 
ently, is ignorant of constitutional prac- 
tice in England and disregardful of thn 
true spirit of responsible government 
in the colonies. 



. Ho"W. Hayes Dravrs His Salary. 

As the administ^ralson of President 
Hayes aijiiroaclios its close a good many 
curious things are brought to light. It 
has been rumored for four years that 
the president, contrary to tho law 
which prescribes that no advance 
of public money shall bo made in any 
case whatever, has insisted on his sala- 
ry in advance, and that his requests 
have at diflcrent times been subject to 
grave con.sideration at the treasury de- 
partment, for the reasoni that tho offi- 
cer who has made advances in tho 
matter, if tho request came from the 
president of the United States, violat- 
ed the law and is liable to impeach- 
nient, A protninent republican mem- 
ber of the judiciary committee of the 
senate, the. other day, who had his 
attention called to this story, ia reportsd 
to have said that it war a gravo affair, 
at leafjt for the person who made the 
paymentg.

G. B. Murray, sworn, produced notice 
of Towlc's application for a retail liquor 
license ; also, ininuto book of Council. 
Among other documents, a petition was 
presented by Mr. Bolo. 

By tho Court— Looking at the petition, j 
the more disagreeable the business is; 
particularlv tho carrying round a petition; 
it is often signed just to got rid of the 
person carrying it round. If you cannot 
got your license without that 
petition, you will nevor get it with it 
(throwing it down). You must show mo 
that their (tho J,P.'3) motives wcro im- 
proper; but you cannot do that, because, 
if tho conclusions arrived at by the Magis- 
trates, aro antagonistic to tho views of 
your client, that Avill not prove what you 
alluded to. 

Mr. Bolo— Tlie law was rna<U', ho lie- 
lieved, to provent cliques or combinations 
among tho Magistrates preventing a per- 
son from obtaining a li(puir license, and 
such was tho matter before tho Court. 

By tho Court — Writers on Political 
Economy and Social Economy actually 
recommend tho very course, jMr. Holo, 
that you say is a scandal. There is no 
compact about tho matter, Mr. Bole; do 
you wish to convert mc into a Licensing 
Magistrate ? I must tell you I am not 
very ambitious for the position. 

Mr. Bolo — Is it a right thing for a 
Magistrate to have an interest in a public 
house 1 

By tho Court Do you ask mo th.at 
question .as a .Fudge, or as a moralist? If 
the latter, I would say no. This case is 
an appeal, and I cannot receive anything 
not produced before the Court below. 1 
would liavo no objection to an additional 
house pr(-)vidod you take it away up be- 
yond tho meadows ; by the time you got 
there, you will be dry, and away from tho 
Indians and so on. 

At this stage the case, whicli was hope- 
loss from the first, broke down, his Lord- 
ship intimating it usole.ss to go on. Case 
dismissed, 

Cunningham c. Knight. — For goods 
sold and delivered, §,'34. Mr. Corbould 
for plaintiff. Plaintifi' produced an oi der 
drawn in his favor by defendant's em- 
ployer and accepted, but not paid. 

By the Court. — Tho order is some- 
thing like a bill of exchange; the order 
was not paid, therefore the plaintiff can 
and does sue for tho original considera- 
tion; tho order is dishonored and then 
suing must follow. You do not deny tho 
dobtl This is like the Micawbcr process; 
ho gave his promissory noto, .and then 
said, "thank God, that debt is settled."

Tho Siscovory of Ooalat JTaiaimo. 



It would appear that Ha-Isa-hun, tho 
Nanaimo Indian known as tho Coal 
Tylico, was no< tho original discoverer of 
tlio Nanaimo coal fields. The existence 
of coal at Nanaimo was known by the 
natives gonei-ations beforo ho was born. 
Tu-wicht, a chief, of the tribe, took 
samples of coal to Mr. Yalo of tho H. B. 
Co. at Langlcv previous to 1843. On tho 
Ist I\Iay, 1850, Mr. J. W. McKay was 
sent by"tlie l.-ito Sir James Douglas to ex- 
plore Cowichau Valley and to oxamino 
tho Nanaimo country and report thoroon. 
He left Yictoriii under tho protection of 
Isa-si-ai-tun, the Cowichaii chief in whoso 
canoe ho look passage. He reached Na- 
naimo on tho 5th of ftlay. Ha-Isa-Iiun 
ill his small canoe joined tho expedition 
at Nortluimlierland passage and guided 
.McKay's jiarty to tlio croppings at tho .S. 
E. end of Newcastle Island and to those 
at the N. W. end of Protection lalanil. 
Ho also introduced another Nanaimo In- 
dian who know of some •c-o.al croppings as 
sliowing at the entrance of Commercial 
Inlet. Mr. McKay examinoil .and mado 
sections of tho Nanaimo boils shown liiui 
by Ha-lsa-hun and then proceeded to 
Connnorcial 1 iilot. Snme croppings of 
coal and the fireclay pavement of tho 
Douglas coal were there shown him at 
about half tide mark. In tho bank at 
the outer point on tho N. E. side of tho 
Inlet some suft coal appeared mixed with 
clay, .\ftor digging into this for about 
three foot a sectimi of cual was uncovorod 
nie.-isiiring I! feet I! inches in thickness. 
In this excavation Mr. iMcKay had, in 
fact, uncovorod and discovevcd the first 
.seam of coal on Vancouver Island thick 
enough to be profitably worked. Ha-Isa- 
hun, as having guided tho white man to 
the crojjping.-i tlioii known to exist, wa.s 
Yclept C!oal Tyhoe Tho original inliabi- 
tants of Nanaimo were proljably the fust 
discoveror.s of thoao cropnings. At his 
death Ha-Isa-hun must have been at 
least years of ago. 

On Fridiiy i-voiiiiig alioiit lialf-ptst 
o'clock, a coloied in; 
living on Cormorant 

consider.ably intoxicated. About five 
minutes beforo his arrival a white man 
passed on his way to a grocery store and 
saw two Fort I'upcrt siwaslies and a 
klootchman standing outside of Pitt's 
house, and on relurniug ho met ono of 
tho Indians running past in a groat hurry 
and asked him to stop. This ho refused 
to do and pursued his course. (}ii arriv- 
ing at Pitt's house ho found tlio owner 
lying in tho mud and complaining of be- 
ing robbed; but ho wa.i so far gone with 
drink that nothing could bo mado of what 
ho said. Yesterday morning after getting 
sober he connnunicatod v.'ith tho Supt. of 
Police who at once instituted an investi- 
g.ation into tho case. Tiie Indian who 
was seen running aw.ay was recognized by 
tho white man and on boing interrogate.! 
aehnowlodgod taking Pitt's watch and 
other articles ;ind then handing tliem to 
his tilkum. He even promised to state 
where tho stolon jiroperty was concealed; 
on further consideration he would not do 
so without seeing his companions and he 
then denied tho whole thing. All throe 
are now in gaol. Sixty-six dollars in sil- 
ver coin w-ere found tngnthor with a mis- 
collaiioous collection of clothing, hats, 
etc. , supposed to have been stolen. Ono 
of tho Indians only got clear a short time 
ago for stealing clothing from another 
Indian while drunk who, however, would 
not appear against him. Tho police aro 
actively endeavoring to obtain further in- 
formation respecting tho ailicles found.

Wo have already chronicled tho wreck 
uf tho British sliip Indian Chief, Captain 
Frasor", on Long Sands, near liamsgato, 
England, on the Otli January. The lost 
ship loaded at Biirrard Inlet about 18 
months ago, and Capt.ain Frasor was well 
known and greatly respected here. The 
ship sailed from Middleborougli for Yo- 
kohama with a general cargo ami was four 
days out when slio struck. Tiicro were 
29 pers.ius on board, of wlioin 12 were 
saved by the Kamsgato lifeboat. Tho 
second niato was Captain Frascr's brother 
and aged 22 years. A survivor gives a 
thrilling account of tlio occurrence from 
which wo make extracts. When all hope 
of saving tho ship had fled tho captain 
and crow took refugo in tho rigging. A 
fierce tempest prevailed. Signals were 
sent up and answered from tho light- 
houses and shore, but tho sea was so 
rough that assistance did not reach the 
mariners until tho second day after tho 
wreck. Tho narrative continues: 

"I V,-,-..-; iic.-l the captain in tho niizentop, 
and near him was his brother — a stout- 
built, haudsomo young fellow, twenty- 
two years old, as fine a specimen of tho 
English sailor as ever 1 was sliipmato with. 
Ho was calling about him cheerfully, bid- 
ding us not to bo downhearted, and toll- 
ing us to look sharplj' around for the life- 
boats. Ho helped several of tho benumbed 
nion to lash thomsolvc!!, sayinj; encourag- 
ing things to them as ho made them fast. 
As the sun sank the wind grow more 
freezing, and I saw the strength of soino 
of tho men lashed over me leaving 
thorn fast. Tho captain aliook hands with 
mo, 'uul, on thcclianco of my being saved, 
gave mo some messages to t.tko luuno, too 
sacred to bo written down, sir. He liko- 
wiso handed mo his watch and chain, and 
and I put them in my pockot. Tho can- 
vas streamed in ribbons from tho yards, 
and the noise was like a continuous roll 
of thunder overho.-id. It was dreadful to 
look down and watch the decks ripping 
up, and notieo how every sea that rolled 
over tho wreck loft less of hor than it found. 
There was no talking, no calling to ono 
another, tho men hung in tho tojjmast 
rigging like corpses, and I noticed the 
ill named Philip Pitt, second m:\ti'. to windward of liis brother 
.street, returned homo (tho capt.-iin) in tho top sheltering him, 
as ijest ho ciuild, poor follow, with his 
body from tlio wind that wont through 
our skins hke showers of arrows. * * -» 
It was now about 3 o'clock on Thursday 
morning; the air was full of tho strange, 
dim light of the foam and the stars, and I 
could plainly seo the black swarm of inon 
in tho top and rigging of the mizonmast. 
I was looking that way wlion a great sea 
fell upon the hull of tho ship witli a friglit- 
ful cra.sh; a moment aftor the mainmast 
wont. It fell quickly, and as it foil it 
bore down tho mizonmast. There was a 
horrible noise of splintering wood and 
some piercing erics, and then anotlier 
great soa swept over the after-deek, and 
wc who were in the fore-top looked and 
saw the stumps of the two masts sticking 
up from the bottom of tho hold, tho mii;- 
euinast slanting over tho bulwarks into 
the water, and the men lashed to itdrown- 
ing. There nevor was a more shocking 
sight, and tho wonder i-? that some of us 
who saw itdid not go raving mad. Tho nar- 
rative proceeds to describe the appearance 
of the life-boats, the crow of which at tho 
utmost peril of thoir lives rowed to tho 
wreck. Over and over. again the boat was 
buried, but an regularly did she emerge 
with her crew fixedly looking our way, 
and their oil-.skius and the light-coloro(l 
side of t)ic boat sparkling in the sunshine, 
while tho coxsw-ain, leaning forward from 
tho helm, watched our ship with ,a faco of 
iron. By this time we -know that this 
boat WHS there to save ns, and that she 
ti'oiiW save us, and, with wildly beating 
hearts, wo unlashed ourselves, and drop- 
ped over tho top into the rigging. Wo 
were all sailors, you sec, sir, and knew 
what was to bo done. Swift as thought 
we had bent a number of ropes' ends to- 
gether, and, securing a piece of wood to 
this lino, tlirow it overboard and lot it 
drift to the boat. It was seized, a haw- 
ser mado f.ast, and wo dragged the great 
rope on board. By moans of this hawser 
tho lifeboat men hauled their craft under 
our quarter, clear of tho raQlo. But there 
was no auch rush made for her ns might 
be thought. No ! I owe it to my slii])- 
matos to say this. Twoofthom shinned 
out upon the mizenmast to tho body of 
tho second mate that was hashed oight or 
nine foot aw.ay over the bide, and got him 
into the boat beforo they entered it them- 
selves. I hoard tho cox.s\vain of tho boat 
—Charles Fisluby name, the fittest man 
in tho Avorld for that berth and this work 
— cry out, " Take that poor fellow in 
there !"aiid ho pointed to the body of the 
captain, who w-as lashed in the top with 
his arms over the mast, and his head 
erect and his eyes wido open. But one 
of the crew called out, " lie's been dead 
four hours, sir," and then the rest of us 
soraml)led into tho boat, looking away 
from tho dreadful group of drowned men 
that lay in n cluster round tlie prostrate 
mast. Tho second mate was still alive, 
hut a maniac. It was heartrending to 
hear his broken feeble cries for his bro- 
ther ; but he lay quiet after a bit, and 
died in half an hour, though wo chafed 
his feet and poured rum into his mouth, 
and did wliat men in our miserable plight 
could for a fcUow-suflbrcr." 

The heroic conduct of the rescuing crew 
has caused subscriptions to bo opened in 
England for a national testimonial.

Still Sofoggcd. 

(N. W. IIcraM, In.lopciidcnt.J 
In upening the County Court, on Wed- 
nesday, tho Chief Justice nuido a stato- 
inent to the following utfect: Llo .^iiid ho 
was there under I ho discretionary power 
conferred upon tho Supremo Court Judges 
by tho Act of 1807. Recent lecislation 
was uttely unconstitutional and void; but 
under the Act of 18G7 tho Supreme Court 
Judgos possess the- discrelionarj- power to 
do County Court work, and they had con- 
sidered tho preaont a fitting occasion to 
exercise that pov,'cr, altliongh this was 
not tho first timo he had acted in that 
capacity on tho JMainland. The judgos 
were not unanimously of this opinion, but 
he had no doubt whatever of its correct- 
ness, and he h.ad felt that it was duo to 
litigants and to the Bar to explain under 
what authority ho sat there. Now this 
statement reveals a pretty condition of 
affairs, truly. Suvoral questions arise 
thoroout: Tho Actof 1878, which is thus 
declared by tho Chief Justice to bo utter- 
ly unconstitutional and void, repeals the 
section of the .-Vet of 1807 endowing Su- 
preme Court Judgos with discretionary 
power to do County Court work. If the 
declaration of tho Chief Justice be cor- 
rect, what position do tho two now 
judges occupy! Can they do County 
Cfjurt work I For the matter of that, are 
they in a position to act as judges at all 1 
Are they judges ? When shall tho end 
be ?

She Olalms of Rood Brothers. 

To THE Editor: — 1 am glad that a 
member of the lIou.se hii.s been found 
to bring forward tho unsettlotl claims 
of Reed Brothers involving, a.s thny do, 
very large claim.s in favor of many 
])ersons in the Frovinco who cannot 
bo [mid becau.so the Government chose 
to be guilty of what is nothing le.s.s 
than a glaring outrage. 

iMes.sr.s, Jicetl Brothers — wlmtover 
may havo boon their delay in comphn- 
iug their contract — aro entitled, when 
tliey .set forth in a respectful petition 
what tbey conceive to bo their clniin.s, 
to havo tha.so claip.'.n adjudicated on by 
a legal tribunal. Their elniins uro not 
frivolous but, unfortunately, tliey ap- 
[)car to ca.st a reflection on the chief 
eominissioncr and tho honorable attor- 
ney-general. The application made for 
an arbitration was curtly refused. The 
court on the application for a manda- 
mus to compel arbitration declined as 
it appeared a matter of dihcreiion with 
tilt; chief com mis.sionur; but tho author- 
ities cited oil that application showed 
that the action of the chief commii- 
sioner in taking possession of the works 
as well as lining the contractors SlOO a 
week was conlrnry to legal decitiions in 
similar cases, and the attorney-general, 
know ing of these cases from the argu- 
ments, though perhaps ignorant of iliem 
before, now tries to burke all open in 
quiry. 

1, sir, feel that v.lieu a fair Kjubject 
for investigation has been raised in a 
])etiiion of right that it is derogatory to 
the dignity and credit of the Province 
that liuch petition should not be heard, 
even altliougb ii should result in prov- 
ing tiiat the attorney-general had not 
advised the commissioner of lands and 
works according to law. Credit. 

'J'OTHE EiJiTOii: — Were I not aware 
of the high-handed and unjust manner 
ill which claims against the government 
have of late years been treated by the 
party in power, I should confess sur- 
prise at tho extraordinary decision ar- 
rived at on the petition of right |)rn.

Is it BO 2 I "i.sk an un- 
prejudiced public to look at the. record 
— to follow the history of t.hat firm's con- 
nection with the dry dock — and I feel 
assured that tho verdict will bo ad- 
verse to such a view. 

Again, on reference to "Todd's Par- 
liamentary Government in the British 
Coloiiios," n work of undoubted au- 
thority, I find it stated that "tho posi 
tion of a governor in a colony possess- 
ing representative institutions, with 
•responsible government,' is that of a 
local constitutional sovereign ;" and 
that "he has his responsible ininibter.s

creditable and i.s a matter of national 
iniporcanco, aflecting both the honor 
and credit of tho country, and in such 
cases as the present should not he tol- 
erated for a moment by an intelligent 
and patriotic | eople. 

Again, how comes it to pass that the 
pulilio accounts aro silent as to this ac- 
count of Reed Brothers? Surely, if 
through no fault of theirs they had 
through the illitjcral action of govern- 
ment, based upon an unconstitutional 
jiroccdure, been precluded from on 
forcing their rights before a legal tri- 
bunal, their cluim should at least liava 
appeared as eontingent. I assert it 
should have so a|)peared. 

Roviewing all tho circumstances I 
conclude that this claim has been ])Ut 
under a "burking" process.

tendent of Education in his reply to 
our petition has not denied one hingie 
statement of tho tru.stccs with this re- 
markablo exception, that whereas the 
trustees wero very careful not to par 
ticularize the per.sons to whom or by 
whom or in what manner their repre- 
senlalioas were niadn (not even naming 
tho Su[)erintendRnt), the Superiiiteud- 
ent takes upon himself to assert that 
no representations of any nature were 
ever made to any. , one! There are 
other jjeople in the world besides tho 
Superintendent of Education to whom 
complaint.^ might be very 'properly 
mado after un eighteen months' neglect 
on his part, and, even in -his instance, 
otherwise than by written otlioial cor- 
respondenca Was the member for 
the district never appealed to? He 
was; and a year ago replied to the 
trustees declining to interfere on the 
ground that tho s(;s.sion was then too 
far advanced. What does this fact 
mean? Simply this, that despairing 
of obtaining redress through the pro- 
per and legitimate channel the trustees 
believed their only course lay in politi- 
cal influence. In this small aflair of 
ours, uii|)nid public servants, like the 
school trusie^s, have to act aa ordinary 
sensible men and will not hamper 
themselves with red tape, and when 
directly oi^idirectly the paid govern- 
ment people don't mind their mild, 
homely, unofficial measureH all they 
havo to do is to bring matters forci- 
bly before the jiublio in order as forci- 
bly to forcfj tho governiuent to do their 
duty. 

1 would ask the public and our re-

To TUE Editor: — 1 hear that a bill 
will shortly be. introduced by the at- 
torney-gonernl containing provisions af 
feoting this court in which appeals a 
clause denying agents the privilege of 
there practicing— giving that right to 
those only of the legal fraternity. 

A greater misconce|)tion of the uses 
and designs of a county court could not 
possibly be conceived. A county court 
is pro eminently a small debts court to 
nOord Buitoi'a meaDS of obtaiuing 



justice at the smalle.st cost, and which, 
by agents being jiermitted to practice 
who aro not entitled to .such costs, ia 
thereforo secured. 

There aro many cases of a simple 
character; for iiistance, wh^igs tbe^c^^bt^ 
is aduiittt-dly just as safe in the'hah'dB'*' 
of an agent as that ofu solicitor, minus 
the serious charges of costs often press- 
ing heavily upon a suitor. 

Surely the propo:sed clmngo smacks 
too .strongly of the craft to which the at- 
torney-genera! belongs to make it ac- 
ceptable, and is designed for their ex- 
clusive bcneht to the general detriment. 

As the law at present stands agents 
are allowed (that i.s if comluctiiig them- 
selve.s jjroperly) the full right to appear. 
Hitherto not a word of complaint has 
been heard of misbehavior, or that tbey 
do not know how to deport theniaelves 
just as well as those of the wig and 
gown. 

There is oiiother matter in connec- 
tion with tho court here alluded to upon 
which I wi.sh to say a word, viz : In 
regard to the order lately, given by the 
chief justice that the profession should 
take preceilenco of agents or suitors 
conducting their own casef, the pro- 
priety of which 'nrrangement, 1 take 
the liberty, with the most profound re- 
spect for the chii'.f justice, of difi'ering 
with. Why, I aak, should any suitor, 
conducting his own case' bii'" liy^*ah- 
agent cases which gencrailv occupy 
only a few minutes, bo compelled to 
wait perhaps a whole day while the 
inoro elaliorato matter where counsel 
aro employed is under cons'derationl 
What luoio fair than the good old- 
fashioned plan prevailing in England 
and Australia, that the varied suits 
should be heard in the order in which 
the Buuiitionses are taken out ?
